Next, the 
assignee representative provided a numeric code to the sender. The transaction information 
and code were also stored on a central data base. Next, the sender provided the code to an 
employee of the agent, and the employee entered the code into a terminal in communication 
with the data base to retrieve the transaction information. The data base then transmitted to 
the terminal a collect amount, and the employee collected the collect amount from the sender.
